Everything about the two fires is 
identcial.

The theory that a tramp may have

not generally entertained.

MANT SHIPMENTS 


Biglerville. Oct. 
19—This is the 
busy season in the apple licit. 
From 
three to five carl* ads a day are being 
shipped from this place. 
The fruit 
goes to New Orleans, 
St. Louis and 
Chicago. 
Guernsey, Oct. 19— Apple shipments 
are heavy from 
this station. 
Last 
week Tyson Brothers shipped a carload 
of fine fruit to Liverpool, England. 
Aspen, Oct. 19—The shipments of 
apples from this place are now* at their 
heaviest. 
Large quantities 
of the 
fruit are being sent out daily. 


SPRAYED FRUIT IN DEMAND 


'I he lieneficial effects of spraying 
were never so apparent as during the 
present year. 
The spraying of apple 
trees has had a marked effect in this 
county as well as in all parts of the 
State w h ich wo re seriously affected by 
this seas*rn'n drought. 
As a resu lt Pennsylvania is now 
l»eing 
overrun 
with fruit 
buyers. 
They know that 
notwithstanding the 
g;n©r«l drought, there 
is much tine 
fruit here. 
However, each one asks 
before he buys whether the fruit has 
been sprayed. 
He knows that if it 
has not Tieen the fruit w*ill spoil soon 
er either T»ecause it has not reached 
the same perfection as the sprayed va 
riety or is more liable to Tie wormy or 
affected by other fruit diseases. 
Splayed apples can be kept fora 
much longer time than the unsprayed 
apples. 
It used to lie that the smoke 
house apple, for instance, 
was con- 
jsidered a Fall apple. 
The crop hat! to 
be gathered and sold at once, necessit­ 
ating selling at low figures. 
Now, 
spraved smokehouse apples can be put 
in cold storage and kept until the 
holidays, when the big prices can Tie 
obtained. 
” An encouraging sign of the times is 
the way iii which many persons are now 
laying out large orchards of apples 
ami peaches. 
Men of ample mans who 
have other ways of increasing their 
incomes, realizing th© money to be 
made in raising fruit, are devoting 
much time to tree culture. 
The effect 
will Tx* Tietter fruit than has been 
produced in the State iii past years. 
Large commercial orchrads. as well 
as 
comparatively 
smaller 
ones on 
farms, are now tieing laid out in all 
portions of the State.

Preildent of Combine Baya There Are 
Not Enough Cattle, and Possibly 
Temporary Relief Is th# Beat the 


Trust Can Give. 


Chicago, Oct. 19.—To the nation’s 
anxious 
housewives who are hoping 
for a reduction In the price of m eats 
the 
American 
Packers’ 
association, 
which opened Its fourth annual meet 
ing here, gave no encouragement. 
Through Michael Ryan, president of 
the association, it ie announced that 
if there is any reduction in price it 
will be only tem porary, and that meat 
will probably be even more expensive 
than it is now. 
The packers’ usual excuse, th at the 
demand is g reater than the supply, is 
offered as an explanation. 
“Conditions now 
are the natural 
outcome of the failure of production to 
keep abreast of the progress of de, 
mand,’* said Ryan, “and unless many, 
many more cattle are raised, there can 
be no hope for lower prices. 
More are 
being raised ju st now. but when the 
price goes down in accordance they 
will stop the extra raising, and high 
prices will be with us again. 
“In early tim es the wild game and 
native anim als made the raising of 
stock for the m arket alm ost unprofit­ 
able. The growth of civilization has 
Increased this demand for stock to 
supplant the wild m eats form erly con­ 
sumed. The stockm en hare. through 
desire to keep prices good, perhaps, 
and to m ake sure of sale of all the 
stock 
they 
raised, 
failed 
to 
keep 
abreast of the heavy demand. The re­ 
fs lit is natural. America will probably 
soon be forced to import meats. 
“There has been only enough raised 
to supply the m arket, and at tim es it 
has looked as though there would not 
be sufficient, and such periods of un­ 
certainty. which will always accom­ 
pany a condition such as I have just 
described, are likely to keep the prices 
high, as packers will pay what they 
must to insure their patrons their sup­ 
ply of m e at 
“The American people m ust look to 
the ranges of the west for the solution 
of the high price condition, and I may 
say I see no general reduction in the 
future until the herds of the west are 
made sufficiently numerous to relieve 
the packers’ anxiety th at the m arket 
will fail to supply the dem and.”

Procsss la Cheap, and It la E x p e c te d 
to Revolutionizo Work on Country 
Roads—Cost For Treating Highways 
Will Vary. 


Oiling of city and country roads Is 
rapidly becoming a recognized neces­ 
sity throughout the United States, and 
St. Louis and S t Louis county are, aa 
usual, in the lead. 
City streets have 
been treated for some time past, and 
residents of St. Louis county are plan­ 
ning to oil the main traveled roads. 
Street Commissioner T ravilla father- 
td oiling of streets In S t Louis and has 
made a careful study of the proposition 
with a view to perfecting the work. 
A fter months of study of conditions In 
S t Louis and the equipm ent used In

other cities, particularly in Europe, bs 
has evolved a portable oil-asphalt melt­ 
ing and fluxing plaut th at will revolu­ 
tionize the work. 
The plant is the 
first of its kind in the world and will 
attract the attention of highway en­ 
gineers throughout the United States. 
Its cost is less than $1,200, and the 
process to be used has been given a 
thorough test. 
Street Commissioner Travllla In de­ 
scribing the new apparatus and the 
progress of road oiling said: 
The oil-asphalt m elting and fluxing port­ 
able plant la a new departure In m achin­ 
ery for road treatm ent. 
After two years* 
experience with light and heavy oils I be­ 
came satisfied there was room for im ­ 
provement by adding asphalt to heavy oil 
for road treatm ent, and the result of this 
Investigation haa brought about the con­ 
struction of the portable plant. 
There is no subject today which is being 
discussed more frequently than methods 
of improving our highways. Tbs oiling of 
roads is m aking considerable progress in 
the United States with good effect, but 
much better results can be obtained by 
the application of a layer of hot oil-as­ 
phalt compound to the road surface. 
In 
this way the road absorbs the m ixture 
and also forma a very solid coating and 
a strong binder for the particles of sand 
and the larger stone in the macadam 
road, which carries the load. 
The duat which usually results from the 
w ear of the road disappears, and at the 
sam e time the natural expense of keeping 
up the road is dim inished, which more 
than com pensates for the cost of the 
process 
This comes from the great re­ 
duction of expense for sprinkling a road 
and sera ping the mud as wren as from the 
great durability of the roadbed. 
The cost i>er square yard for treating 
the road by the new process will vary 
from 7 cents to 14 cents, depending on 
the amount of sand arid asphalt used. 
The plant consists of a melting and agi­ 
tation kettle, an air pressure for fur­ 
nishing compressed air for agitating 
the oil-asphalt and for forcing It from 
the kettle to a sprinkling wagon; also 
a steam pump as an auxillary for 
pumping heavy oil from the tank car 
to the melting kettle and a steam boll­ 
er for furnishing steam for the opera­ 
tion 
the air pressure and steam 
pump. 
The kettle has a capacity of 1,350 
gallons and Is divided tranversely into 
two equal parts, one com partm ent be­ 
ing intended for melting and mixing 
the oll-aapbalt, the other for agitating 
the oil asphalt. 
The method of operation Is: The oil- 
asphalt compound la put In the kettle 
and the mixture melted and agitated 
from the low pressure reservoir to the 
required tem perature and consistency, 
when it Is draw n into the closed com­ 
partm ent and then delivered to the 
sprinkling wagon by means of an air 
pressure. 
In the meantim e another 
batch Is being heated and mixed in 
the open com partm ent 
One hour's 
time 19 required for heating and agi­ 
tating 1,350 gallons.—St. Louis Re­ 
public.
